which is pledged every man or woman of­ 
fering for office as members of the party. 
There may be divergence of opinion as 
to the personality of some of the minor 
aspirants for office and there may be 
likes and dislikes that voters might desire 
to express at the polls, but with great 
questions involved and high principles in 
the balance, it would seem to be the duty 
of those who believe in the democratic 
party and the things to which it is pledg­ 
ed to vote the ticket as selected at the 
primaries. 
And this applies to the inde­ 
pendent voters as well. 
If they believe in

A HUMILIATING INCIDENT. 
The story that comes from Bridgeport, 
Conn., telling how Calvin Coolidge, when 
vice president of the United States, de­ 
manded and received a fee of $250 and 
expenses for making an address before 
the United patriotic societies of that city 
upon the Sunday before Memorial Day, 
1923, cannot but be received with hu­ 
miliation by the American people. 
Prob­ 
ably never before in the history ot this 
country has an official so highly placed 
as was Calvin Coolidge been guilty of so 
mercenary an action. 
At first, it was al­ 
most impossible to give credence to the 
report, but it has been substantiated by the 
testimony of the former service men who 


submitted to the exacting demands of the 
vice president after they had invited him 
to address them. 
There has been no de­ 
nial from the white house and even Sec­ 
retary Slemp, who heretofore has been 
prompt to come to the rescue of the presi­ 
dent, when he himself would make no ut­ 
terance, is ominously silent respecting this 
grave charge. Considered in all its ugly as­ 
pect, there seems to be no way of escap­ 
ing the conclusion that Calvin Coolidge, 
while vice president of the United States 
and receiving a salary of $12,000 a year 
as such, demanded and received from the 
soldiers of three 
wars, 
the 
Civil, the 
Spanish-American, and the World War, a 
fee of $250 for making an address prob­ 
ably of less than an hour’s duration. 
It should be remembered that those 
who were compelled to contribute to this 
fee were the aged and infirm veterans of 
the Union army, the fast aging soldiers 
of 1898, and the disabled boys who fought 
for their country in France. These were 
the ones from whom Calvin Coolidge in­ 
sisted that he receive the stipend that he 
had fixed for an address on a Sabbath 
day at a service commemorating the dead 
who had laid down their lives for their 
country. 
It should be remembered also 
that in demanding this price, Calvin Cool­ 
idge was selling, not his own ability as 
an orator, for that is not outstanding, 
but 
was selling 
the 
prestige 
that 
belonged to him by reason of being vice 
president of the United States. 
It is true, 
doubtless, that at the time that he did 
this, he had no idea he would ever be a 
candidate for president and did not care 
what might be the opinion of those from 
whom he obtained the money just so long 
as he got it. But now that he is a candi­ 
date for this high office, the people of the 
United States cannot but be shocked at 
the callousness, the greed, the absence of 
sentiment and the lack of sacred patriot­ 
ism shown by the unholy act. For this 
reason, if for no other, he should not be 
elected to presidency. 
But this added to 
all the other good reasons that have been 
brought out during this campaign proves 
him to be entirely unworthy of the high 
position to which he aspires. 
No man who fought in any of the wars 
in which America has engaged, no father 
or mother of any soldier who served this 
country should cast a ballot for one who 
has been shown 
so 
utterly 
lacking in 
American ideals and high patriotic en­ 
deavor.

PROPOSITION NO. 5. 
A great many people in Missouri do not 
thoroughly understand or appreciate the 
meaning and purposes of Proposition No. 
5 to be voted on at the coming election. 
In spite of the fact that very much 
publicity has been given to it and that its 
provisions have been heralded far and 
wide, there still are some who through 
ignorance misinterpret it or through mal­ 
ice, misconstrue it. 
The proposition in a 
nut shell is that a tax of two cents a gal­ 
lon shall be levied on all gasoline pro­ 
pelled motor vehicles using the highways 
of the state of Missouri. 
In addition to 
this, it provides that motor registration 
fees shall be increased 50 per cent over 
what they now are. 
It should be under­ 
stood that the gasoline tax does not apply 
to gasoline used for any other purpose 
than for automobiles or trucks traversing 
the highways, and that that consumed for 
commercial purposes in engines, tractors, 
motor boats, or for any other purpose will 
not be subject to it. 
The proposition is 
not a property tax and no one need pay 
a penny of it that does not care to do so 
bv using the state highways for their mo­ 
tor vehicles. There is no way by which 
it can be construed as a tax on property 
and no way by which any person can be 
made to pay it unless they use a gaso­ 
line motor car or truck. 
There can be no 
fairer method of building roads than this 
proposal. 
It places the cost squarely upon 
those who are benefited 
and 
exempts 
those who receive no benefit and, strange 
as it may appear, those who most strongly 
favor the proposition, are those who will 
pay the tax. 
As for the increase in the license fee, 
this is not at all unreasonable or exorbi­ 
tant. 
Already nearly every state in the 
union has higher license fees even than 
the new ones will be if the proposal car­ 
ries:

And for every ton or major fraction 
thereof in excess of 8 tons, $5.00 per ton. 
There isn’t a motor car owner in Mis­ 
souri that will not save money by the pas­ 
sage of Proposition No. 5. 
One break­ 
down in a muddy road will cost more than 
the increased license fee proposed and 
the fuel for their cars will cost less with 
the additional two cents tax than it does 
now without it. 
Ninety per cent of the 
tax, both the gasoline and the motor ve­ 
hicle fees, will be paid by residents of the 
large cities and none of these cities will 
have built within their confines, one single 
foot of these good roads. 
The cities will 
pay the bill, the entire country will reap 
the material and financial benefit. 
All 
the money that is spent on construction 
of these roads, will be spent in urban 
communities where it will circulate among 
the people of the vicinity and when the 
roads are finished, the farmers will be the 
ones to reap the greatest benefits.

reasonable man or woman w*ho considers 
the matter at all can possibly object to 
this proposition and it should be carried 
by an overwhelming majority.

PROPOSALS TO BE VOTED ON. 
There are eight propositions to be voted 
upon at the election Novemben 4, the pas­ 
sage of which will incorporate in the laws 
of the state new regulations by which va­ 
rious matters of importance will be con­ 
trolled in the future. 
As a general rule, 
these .propositions are not given the seri­ 
ous consideration that they deserve and 
very frequently in the past, good meas­ 
ures have been defeated for no other rea­ 
son than because the people have not 
studied their provisions and have blindly 
voted against them merely because it was 
easier to say “no” than to give the mat­ 
ter proper study and vote from an intelli­ 
gent understanding. 
At this time, the 
proposals submitted ought to receive the 
attention they deserve and be adopted or 
rejected entirely upon their merits or de­ 
merits, according to the individual views 
of the voters. The Democrat has considered 
all these proposals and feels that its opin­ 
ion upon them should be given to its read­ 
ers as a partial guide, at least, to the de­ 
cisions that they will render at the polls. 
Proposals 1 to 4 inclusive are amend­ 
ments to the constitution proposed by the 
state legislature. 
Proposals 7 and 8 are 
amendments submitted to the people by 
means of the initiative petition. 
Propo­ 
sitions 5 and 6 are laws initiated by peti­ 
tion and originated not in the legislature, 
but by people interested in their passage. 
None of these proposals will become law 
unless approved by a majority of those 
voting on them and do not require a three- 
fourths vote as is erroneously believed by 
many. 
Taking the proposals in their or­ 
der, they are: 
Proposition No. 1— This is an amend­ 
ment to the constitution providing for two 
additional supreme court judges, defining 
the powers of the court, prescribing the 
procedure and fixing the salary of the 
judges. 
It is believed that this amend­ 
ment should pass inasmuch as with the 
additional two judges the four ccmmis- 
sioners that are now provided by law 
will be eliminated and the work that they 
have been doing will be done by the 
judges themselves. 
This will be a direct 
saving of $20,000 annually for commis­ 
sioners and stenographers. 
The amend­ 
ment does not increase the pay of the 
judges, but provides that they shall re­ 
ceive the same compensation that they 
now receive. 
It is the belief of those hav­ 
ing business with the supreme court that 
under the provisions of this amendment, 
the work of the supreme court will be 
speeded up and much of the vexatious 
delay now incidental to this tribunal will 
be done away with. 
Vote “yes,” strike out “no.” 
Proposition 
No. 
2— This 
amendment 
prescribes methods and means for revis­ 
ing and amending the constitution of Mis­ 
souri and provides methods for calling a 
constitutional convention. 
There can be no real objection to this 
amendment as it simply lays out the meth­ 
ods by which the people may, if they so 
desire, amend the constitution of the state, 
something that is absolutely necessary in 
all commonwealths as modern conditions 
make obsolete old methods. 
Vote “yes”, strike out “no.” 
Proposition 
No. 
3— This 
amendment 
will have no direct effect upon the state 
at large, it providing merely that the city 
of St. Louis may amend its charter and 
adopt a new one should the people of the 
city so desire. 
The passage of the amend­ 
ment by the entire state is necessary from 
the "fact that the present charter is pro­ 
vided for in the present constitution and 
it cannot be changed without a change in 
the fundamental state law. 
As the pas­ 
sage of the amendment would have no 
bearing upon any other community in the 
state, and as its passage merely gives the 
people of that city the privilege of voting 
for new methods of local 
government, 
there can be no lógica! objection to its 
passage. 
Vote “yes'*, strike out “no.” 


Proposition 
No. 
4— This 
amendment 
fixes the salary and expenses of members 
of the general assembly, increasing the 
per diem of such members to $10.00 per 
day instead of $5, the compensation now 
fixed. 
It provides also that no member 
of either house of the state legislature 
shall employ persons related to them­ 
selves or any other member of the gen­ 
eral assembly by blood or marriage with­ 
in the third degree of consanguinity. 
It 
has long been realized that the pay of 
members of the legislature has been too 
small to attract men of outstanding abili­ 
ty, except in few instances. 
And it has 
been the general impression that if the 
compensation was increased to a reason­ 
able amount, the state could greatly im­ 
prove the general average of its legisla­ 
tors. 
Poor men going to the assembly 
have been compelled, in order to meet 
their actual living expenses while in Jef­ 
ferson City, to employ their wives and 
children as clerks, etc., and the practice 
has become a scandal. 
If this amend­ 
ment is passed, legislators will receive 
adequate compensation and will be pro­ 
hibited from giving state employment to 
their relatives. 
Missouri has long needed 
such a law and it should be passed.

Vote “yes”, strike out 
Proposition No. 5— This is the good 
roads measure which provides funds for 
the completion and maintenance of the 
state highway system without imposing a 
property tax upon the people. It carries a 
provision for a tax of 2 cents per gallon 
on gasoline used for motor vehicles, in­ 
creased fees for motor vehicle registra­ 
tion and permits state highway commis­ 
sioners to issue bonds already authorized 
for state highway construction not to ex­ 
ceed $15,000,000 per year. 
This means 
that the 7,640 miles of improved state 
highways will be pressed to immediate 
construction and that they will be finished 
within a period of six years, thus giving 
Missouri a system of roads not exceeded 
by any state in the union. 
The tax falls 
entirely upon users of motor vehicles on 
the highways and a great part of it will 
be paid by tourists 
from 
other 
states 
through the purchase of gasoline while 
en route in Missouri. 
Motor owners gen­ 
erally favor this proposition and there 
can be no logical objection to it from 
others. 
The state highways have been 
started and unless some means is found 
of speeding them up* they will not be 
completed for at least twelve years, while 
with this tax on gasoline and the increase 
in the cost of registration, the period of 
time will be cut at least 50 per cent. In 
addition to this, the law provides that 
funds shall 
be 
used 
for 
maintenance 
which is highly desirable. 
Vote “yes”, strike out “no.” 
Proposition No. 6— This is an act known 
as the workmen’s compensation law and 
its provisions have been drawn by indi­ 
viduals seeking only their own advantage 
without regard to the ability of industry 
tc carry the burden imposed or the effect 
it would have upon the industrial life of 
the state. 
There is a general sentiment 
in Missouri in favor of a compensation 
law, but it should be a scientific one based 
upon reason and common sense and its 
provisions should be such as not to p ^ e 
an undue burden upon employers. 
The 
matter is an intricate one and should not 
be adopted without thorough understand­ 
ing of its results. 
And it should be based 
on a scientifically worked out plan, which 
this proposal is not. 
The concensus of 
opinion of all those who have made a 
careful study of this proposition is that it 
is not a fair law and that it would be 
highly prejudicial to business and industry 
should it pass. 
It takes the state into the 
insurance field, provides that 4 million dol­ 
lars of the state’s funds shall be used as 
capital, places the control of the machinery 
of the department in political hands with­ 
out limit as to number of political hench­ 
men that may be employed and in nearly 
every one of its provisions controverts the 
idea of fair play and justice. 
It should 
be defeated. 
Vote “no,” strike out “yes.” 
Proposition 
No. 7— This 
is another 
amendment to the constitution with mere­ 
ly local application. 
It provides that the 
people of the city of St. Louis and county 
of St. Louis may consolidate the two into 
one legal municipal government to be 
known as the city of St. Louis. 
It seems 
reasonable and right that if St. Louis city 
and county wish to join hands and create 
a great city where there is now a division, 
they shouid have the privilege to vote 
upon it, and other residents of the state 
should be willing that they should do so 
if they so desire. 
Vote “yes,” strike out “no.” 
Proposiiton No. 8.— Provides for the 
exemption from taxation of property used 
exclusively for 
religious 
worship 
and 
property, including endowment or income 
used exclusively for educational or chari­ 
table purposes, or for agricultural or hor­ 
ticultural societies not formed or conduct­ 
ed for profit 
.Vote “yes,” strike out “no.” 


MR. DAVIS DESERVES TO WIN. 
From the judgment of the New York Times that John 
W. Davis has more than justified the hopes of those who 
believed that he had the gifts of leadership and would 
bring to the presidential campaign qualities catenated to 
inspire confidence there can be no dissent. More and more 
Mr. Davis has demonstrated his fitness for the great office 
which he seeks. 
His opponents rely only upon the ad­ 
venture of position. 
They know that if Mr. Davis had be** 
hind him an organization half so compact as the republi­ 
can machine, half so well financed as is that machine, his 
success in the contest would have been absolutely settled 
in his favor long before the votes were cast. 
They know 
that if intelligence triumphs, the appeal which he has made 
will prove irresistible. 
Few candidates for the presidency have ever embark­ 
ed upon a campaign under more difficult conditions than 
those which marked the entrance of Mr. Davis into the 
fight in which he is now engaged. 
i he dash and vigor 
and steady courage which have characterized his efforts 
are the more striking. 
“On the stump,” says the Times, 
“ Mr. Davis has displayed the qualities which his friends 
knew him to possess. 
He has done nothing mean or unfair. 
His speeches have been a compliment to the ^intelligence 
of the audiences he has addressed. 
Seizing upon issues 
which had been made for him, he has argued them with a 
force and variety ami dignity which have compelled the 
admiration even of his political enemies. 
And if in direct 
appeal he has been moving, in reply to his assailants he ^ 
has been remarkably effective. 
Quick to see an opening, 
and to take advantage of it, Mr. Davis has been tremend­ 
ously strong in exposing the fallacies and the weaknesses of 
his antagonists. 
Nothing could have been more ready and 
conclusive, for example, 
than

reply 
to 
Secretary 
Hughes, who had incautiously asserted that in the west the 
democratic party was ‘shot to pieces.’ 
Mr. Davis taking 
up western state after state, and specifying senators and 
others by name, showed amusingly and effectively what 
party it is that is “really shot to pieces” in the west, and 
that is not the democratic.” 
As the campaign nears its conclusion the reasons that 
point to Mr. D avis as the man who should and will be presi­ 
dent become clearer and stronger. 
He is a positive. 
Mr. 
Coolidge is a negative. 
Surely the country needs a positive 
in the white house now if ever. 
As the election draws 
close it becomes increasingly likely, moreover, that the re­ 
publicans will control neither the senate nor the house 
during the next two years. 
With Mr. Coolidge as presi­ 
dent this means a case of deadlock at Washington; and 
deadlock is about the last thing the country wants. 
The Times, the views of which should certainly com­ 
mand respect, especially with business men, cannot see 
why any intelligent man or woman should hesitate about 
voting for Davis.

PRESIDENT REFUSES ACTION ON THE SUGAR TARIFF 
President Coolidge continues his failure, amounting to 
a refusal, to reduce the tax on sugar in keeping with the 
U. S. Tariff Commission’s finding that the duty is too high 
and should be lowered a half a cent a pound. 
This reduc­ 
tion urged by a majority of the tariff commsision, would 
save about $145,000 a day on the sugar now being con­ 
sumed in the homes of the people and about $20,000 a day 
on the amount used in manufacture. 
It has been shown that the treasurer of the repub­ 
lican national committee, William V. Hodges, of Denver, is 
connected with a sugar corporation which is making large 
profits from the present duty on sugar. 
His company is 
also under attack by the federal trade commission because 
of alleged violations of the federal anti-trust laws. Other 
leading republicans who were delegates and officials of the 
republican convention which nominated Mr, Coolidge are 
beneficiaries of this excessive tariff on sugar. 
It may be 
taken for granted that these republican representatives of 
the sugar trust are more influential with President Cool­ 
idge than a majority of the tariff commission or the mil­ 
lions of consumers who are paying the exorbitant tax on- 
this staple article of food. 
When the Fordney-McCumber tariff law was enacted: 
with its “elastic provision authorizing the president to in-» 
crease or lower duties 50 per cent after investigation by* 
the tariff commission, it was applauded by republican par­ 
tisans as a masterpiece of “impressive legislation.” 
Now; 
when the provision could be applied by President Coolidge í 
to lessen a burden of taxation on the home— and after a 
recommendation by the tariff commission that he take 
that course— he omits to take action. 
Instead of accepting the findings nad recommenda­ 
tions of the tariff commission in pursuance of the law, 
Président Coolidge is “seeking advice”— according to news­ 
paper accounts— from private individuals. 
On this advice he refuses to relieve the people of this' 
unjust burden despite the fact that it falls most heavily 
upon the poor of the land.

Taxes are about the most important thing in every

Making Stranded-Wirc Cables 


Having had considerable difficulty 
in obtaining good seven-stranded 
cable for guy wires, a mechanic hit 
upcn the following method of making 
it himself: Fie jacked up one of the 
rear wheels of his car and fastened 
cne end of a coil of galvanized-ircn 
wire to one cf the spokes, brought the 
wire around a fencepost, directly in 
line with the wheel, and attached it to 
the opposite spoke of the wheel, cut­ 
ting it frcm the coil at this point.

Melt two tablespoonfuls of 
butter In the omelet pan, pour in 
the mixture and cook like any or­ 
dinary omelet.

and let it cook gently for five min­ 
utes.

A comparison of the New- York 
Compensation act, the most liberal 
in the world with the compensation 
act to be submitted t othe voters 
Tuesday, and is known as Number 
Six on the ballot has been made by 
William R. Schneider of St. Louis, 
who was the author of the original 
workmen’s compensation law. 
Schneider says: 
For convenience, we will refer 
to the initiated Missouri compensa­ 
tion act as No. 6, which will be it 
Lumber on the ballot next Tuesday. 
No. 6 appears to provide 66 2-3 
;scr cent of the workman’s average 
weekly wage, as the New York act 
acftjally 
provides, but 
in 
reality, 
under No. G a workman would oft­ 
en receive more than 100 per cent 
of his average wekly wags, which 
would be impossible under the N e w 
Work act or under any other Ameri­ 
can or foreign compensation law, and 
of itself constitutes such an imprac­ 
ticable and burdensome provision 
that it necessarily condemns for all 
practical purposes 
any 
compensa­ 
tion act that permits as much or 
more compensation 
to the work­ 
man while claiming to be disabled 
than while working at his trade. 
Cites an Example. 
For example, a building trades­ 
man works on an average 200 days 
per year at $S per day, and earns 
$1,600 
annually. 
His 
average 
weekly wages at the time of the 
Injury 
under the 
New York act 
would be $1,600 divided by u2, or 
$30.77 per week. 
Under No. 6 that same building 
' tradesman would in Missouri have 
his wages computed at $S times 6 
days, or $18 per week, as of the 
time of injury, without overtime, 
and overcome wages are permitted 
to be added under the proposed 
Missouri act but not under the New 
York act. 
The vice of the Missouri 
act is the fact that the weekly 
wages as of the time of the injury 
only are considered instead of his 
average weekly wages on t lie basis 
of his annual earnings, as is pro­ 
vided in New York and other com­ 
pensation acts. Consequently under 
the proposed Missouri act, or No. 6, 
the workman would often receive 
more compensation during disabil­ 
ity than his average weekly earn­ 
ings amount to while working. 
The published comparison, there­ 
fore, in substance, proceeds in its 
computation to a final result, with 
the 
erroneous 
assumption 
that 
GG 2-3 per cent of one’s average 
weekly wages is the same as 100 
per cent or more. Necessarily, under 
these undeniable facts the result ob- j 
tained by this computation must 
be wrong. 
Comparison 
Is Made. 
To 
substantiate 
the 
foregoing 
tatcment, we quote from the re­ 
spective sections of the two acts: 
New York Section 14 and (14-4): 
The average weekly w ges of the 
injured employe at th»* U* 
njury shall be taken as the baMs 
upon which to compiKe u . . . 
tion or death benefits and shall be 
determined as follows: 
“The average weekly wages of an 
employe shall be one fiftj-second 
part of his average annual earn­ 
ings.” 
No. 6 of Missouri Act: 
Section 22 (a): “In determining 
the compensation payable under this 
act, the weekly wages cf the em­ 
ployee shall be computed as fol­ 
lows: 
“If the employe has worked at 
full time on a weekly wage scale 
at the same grade of work for ihe 
same employer for four full weeks 
preceding the injury, 
his 
weekly 
wages should be taken as one-fourth 
of the wages He received from such 
employer during such four weeks, in­ 
cluding ovetime.” 
The foregoing fact also makes 
six more of the fourteen specific 
comparisons mentioned in the let-, 


arm, is true* only if the workman 
loses no time from his work as a 
result of having an arm amputated. 
If he loses time from his work, as 
he always does, he is entitled to 
compensation for that time in addi­ 
tion to the 300 weeks, as the 300 
weeks’ compensation is “in addition 
to” compensation for the healing pe­ 
riod. 
Under the 
New York 
act the 
number of weeks* compensation is 
provided in lieu of all other com- 
I pensation, or in other words, the 
healing period is not paid for in 
addition to the specific number of 
weeks.
